,more men to the Force as it is at present 
constituted, will: only be to make “ confusion 
worde confounded.” It is not men that are 
wanted, but orgabisation; and tho cnly result 
of'inereasing the. number of men. without 
improving the discipline, will be that we may 
have a Force of sevon hundred dicorganised 
‘men in place of six hundred—but a Forco 
still disorganised, and n disorganised Force 

is useless. Sueh is the plain state of affairs, 
and when it is set forth from bis official pasi- 
tion in the Council ‘by a gentleman .of the
